Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  dated  De- 
cember 5,  1942,  and  Executive  Order  No. 
9322,  dated  March  26,  1943,  and  in  order 
to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and  ef- 
ficient distribution  of  Irish  potatoes  to 
meet  war  and  essential  civilian  needs, 
It  is  hereby  ordered,  As  follows : 

§  1405.4  Restrictions  with  regard  to 
Irish  Potatoes — (a)  Definitions.  When 
used  in  this  order,  unless  otherwise  dis- 
tinctly expressed  or  manifestly  incom- 
patible with  the  intent  thereof: 

(1)  The  term  "person"  means  any  in- 
dividual, partnership,  corporation,  asso- 
ciation, or  other  business  entity. 

(2)  The  term  "Director"  means  the 
Director  of  Pood  Distribution,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  any 
employee  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  designated  by  such 
Director. 

(3)  The  term  "Irish  potatoes"  means 
any  and  all  varieties  of  the  edible 
starchy  subterranean  tuber  of  an 
American  plant  of  the  species  Solanum 
tuberosum. 

(4)  The  term  "governmental  agency" 
means  and  includes  the  Pood  Distribu- 
tion Administration,  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  the  Army,  and 
any  other  agency  or  instrumentality  des- 
ignated by  the  Director. 

(b)  Restrictions.  (1)  No  person  may 
ship  from  the  State  of  Maine,  or  from 
any  of  the  remainder  of  the  area  in- 
cluded in  the  territorial  scope  of  this 
order  specified  pursuant  to  paragraph 
(c)  hereof,  any  Irish  potatoes  until  after 
such  person  has  applied  to  the  Director 
and  received  from  him  a  permit  to  ship 
the  respective  lot  of  Irish  potatoes.  A 
permit  to  ship  may  be  issued  by  the  Di- 
rector in  the  event  (i)  an  applicant  of- 
fers to  sell  to  a  governmental  agency 
100  per  centum  of  the  total  quantity  of 
Irish  potatoes  included  in  the  applica- 
tion; (ii)  such  offer  to  sell  to  a  govern- 
mental agency  is  at  a  price  no  higher 
than  the  maximum  ceiling  price  speci- 


fied by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration 
applicable  to  the  respective  lot  of  Irish 
potatoes;  (iii)  any  such  Irish  potatoes 
thus  offered  for  sale  to  a  governmental 
agency  are  in  sacks,  crates,  or  other  con- 
tainers satisfactory  to  the  Director;  and 
(iv)  the  Irish  potatoes  in  the  lot  thus 
offered  for  sale  to  a  governmental 
agency  are,  with  respect  to  grade  and 
quality  (considering  the  grade  and  qual- 
ity of  the  entire  quantity  of  Irish  pota- 
toes included  in  the  application) ,  satis- 
factory to  the  Director. 

(2)  The  Director  may,  if  he  deems 
that  such  will  tend  to  effectuate  the  pur- 
poses of  this  order,  issue  permits  for 
the  shipment  of  Irish  potatoes  notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  hereof. 

(3)  The  Director  shall,  notwithstand- 
ing any  other  provision  hereof,  issue  a 
permit  to  ship  (i)  any  lot  of  selected  seed 
Irish  potatoes  in  the  event  the  respec- 
tive shipment  is  within  one  of  the  cate- 
gories (1)  to  (4),  inclusive,  set  forth  in 
§  1351.1019  (d)  of  the  Maximum  Price 
Regulation  271,  as  amended,  issued  by 
the  Office  of  Price  Administration,  or  (ii) 
any  lot  of  officially  certified  seed  Irish 
potatoes,  as  certified  by  the  official  seed 
potato  certification  agency  of  the  State 
from  which  the  respective  lot  is  to  be 
shipped,  to  be  used  for  seed  purposes. 
The  Director  may,  however,  issue  an 
order  specifying,  by  rules  and  regula- 
tions, the  necessary  evidence  to  be  sub- 
mitted, prior  to  issuance  of  any  such 
permit,  with  respect  to  whether  Irish 
potatoes  (a)  are  certified  seed  Irish 
potatoes,  as  aforesaid,  and  (b)  are  to  be 
used  for  seed  purposes. 

(4)  The  restrictions  hereof  shall  be 
observed  (by  each  person  shipping  or  de- 
siring to  ship  Irish  potatoes)  without  re- 
gard to  the  rights  of  creditors,  existing 
contract,  payments  made,  or  to  deliveries 
of  Irish  potatoes  made  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive date  hereof.  This  order  shall  not, 
however,  be  construed  as  reducing  the 
amount  of  Irish  potatoes  which  any  per- 
son is  required  to  offer  or  to  deliver  under 
any  existing  contract  with  any  govern- 
mental agency,  but  any  Irish  potatoes  re- 
quired to  be  delivered,  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  order,  to  any  governmental 


agency  pursuant  to  a  pre-existing  con- 
tract may  be  used  in  computing  the  per- 
centage of  Irish  potatoes  required  to  be 
offered  for  sale  to  a  governmental  agency 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(c)  Territorial  scope.  This  order  is 
applicable  to  any  shipment  of  Irish 
potatoes  from  the  State  of  Maine;  and 
the  Director  may  issue  an  order  extend- 
ing the  provisions  hereof  to  the  ship- 
ment of  Irish  potatoes  from  any  other 
State  or  portion  thereof  specified  by  the 
Director. 

(d)  Records  and  reports.  Every  per- 
son subject  to  this  order  shall  maintain 
such  records  for  at  least  two  years  (or 
for  such  other  periods  of  time  as  the 
Director  may  designate),  and  shall  exe- 
cute and  file  such  reports  upon  such 
forms  and  submit  such  information  as 
the  Director  may  from  time  to  time  re- 
quest or  direct,  and  within  such  times 
as  he  may  prescribe,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget,  pur- 
suant to  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of  1942. 

(e)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
person  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 
request,  permit  inspections  by  the  Di- 
rector, at  all  reasonable  times,  of  his 
stock  of  Irish  potatoes  and  premises 
used  in  his  business,  and  all  of  his  books, 
records,  and  accounts  shall,  upon  re- 
quest, be  submitted  to  audit  and  inspec- 
tion by  the  Director. 

(f)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  un- 
reasonable hardship  upon  him  may  pe- 
tition in  writing  (in  triplicate)  for  relief 
to  the  Director,  setting  forth  all  per- 
tinent facts  and  the  nature  of  the  relief 
sought.  The  Director  may  thereupon 
take  such  action  as  he  deems  appropriate 
and  such  action  shall  be  final. 

(g)  Violations.  Any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsi- 
fies records  to  be  kept  or  information  to 
be  furnished  pursuant  to  this  order  or 
wilfully  conceals  a  material  fact  con- 
cerning a  matter  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  any  Department  or  agency  of  the 
United  States  may  be  prohibited  from 
receiving  or  making  further  deliveries 
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of  any  material  subject  to  allocation  and 
such  further  action  may  be  taken  against 
him  as  the  Director  deems  appropriate, 
including  recommendations  for  prosecu- 
tion under  section  35a  of  the  Criminal 
Code  (18  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  80),  under  par- 
agraph 5  of  section  301  of  Title  m  of 
the  Second  War  Powers  Act,  and  under 
any  and  all  other  applicable  laws. 


(h)  Communications  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all 
communications  concerning  this  order 
shall,  unless  otherwise  directed,  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Director  of  Food  Distribu- 
tion, United  States  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture, Washington,  D.  C.  Ref: 
FD-49.

Wednesday,  April  14,  1943. 

The  War  Pood  Administration  an- 
nounced today  a  program  providing  for 
control  over  the  shipment  of  the  remain- 
ing stocks  of  Maine  potatoes.  The  pro- 
gram is  designed  to  enable  Government 
procurement  agencies  to  obtain  urgently 
seeded  supplies  and  help  provide  growers 
with  sufficient  seed  to  meet  increased 
1943  goals. 

Authority  for  the  action  is  contained  in 
Pood  Distribution  Order  49  which  be- 
comes effective  in  Maine  today,  April  14. 
Under  the  order  each"  shipper  will  be  re- 
quired to  obtain  a  permit  before  making 
any  truck  or  rail  shipment.  Permits  will 
be  available  through  the  Presque  Isle 
Office  of  the  Pood  Distribution  Adminis- 
tration. 


To  obtain  a  permit,  the  shipper  must 
offer  to  sell  to  Federal  agencies  the  en- 
tire quantity  for  which  the  permit  is  re- 
quested; the  Government  will  purchase 
whatever  amount  is  needed  to  meet  the 
most  pressing  requirements.  The  por- 
tion of  the  supply  not  purchased  will 
be  released  promptly  for  commercial 
shipment. 

The  Government  agencies  eligible  to 
purchase  the  remainder  of  the  1942 
Maine  potato  crop  are  the  Food  Distribu- 
tion Administration  and  the  United 
States  Army.  The  order  provides  excep- 
tions for  the  shipment  of  certified  seed 
potatoes  and  selected  seed  on  permits 
to  be  issued  by  the  Director  of  the  Pood 
Distribution  Administration. 

Supplies  of  potatoes  in  Maine  at  pres- 
ent are  estimated  to  total  between  5,000 
and  7,000  cars,  or  approximately  one- 


third  of  the  Nation's  present  supply  of 
old  crop  potatoes  available  for  shipment. 
Supplies  also  are  available  primarily  in 
the  North  Central  States,  with  small 
quantities  remaining  in  Colorado,  Idaho, 
and  Oregon. 

New  potatoes  are  now  coming  in  in- 
creasing volume  from  Florida  and  Texas, 
with  supplies  due  later  from  California, 
Alabama  and  other  Southern  States. 
While  the  anticipated  supply  of  new  crop 
potatoes  is  somewhat  greater  than  nor- 
mal, old  crop  supplies  have  been  reduced 
faster  than  usual  as  a  result  of  increased 
demand. 

A  tight  supply  situation  on  potatoes  is 
expected  to  continue  through  May,  tem- 
porarily necessitating  smaller  consump- 
tion on  the  part  of  civilians  in  order  to 
meet  government  requirements  and  pro- 
vide farmers  with  seed  for  the  new  crops.

With  virtually  all  old  crop  potatoes 
moved,  Maine  has  been  released  by  the 
War  Food  Administration  from  operat- 
ing under  the  potato  shipping  permit 
plan  and  other  provisions  of  the  potato 
restriction  order. 

Potato  shippers  in  that  State  have  been 
required  since  April  15  to  obtain  permits 
before  making  shipment  under  provisions 
of  Food  Distribution  Order  49.  Maine 
was  the  original  State  to  which  the  order 
was  introduced  to  assist  the  armed 
forces  in  meeting  requirements.  Mili- 
tary needs  are  now  being  met  largely 
from  the  new  crop  areas.

Control  over  the  shipments  of  pota- 
toes from  five  major  producing  counties 
in  Southern  Alabama  and  Western  Flor- 
ida was  provided  today  by  the  War  Food 
Administration  to  assist  the  Armed 
Forces  in  obtaining  needed  supplies.  The 
Alabama  counties  are  Baldwin,  Escam- 
bia, and  Mobile,  and  the  counties  in 
Florida  are  Escambia  and  Santa  Rosa. 

Persons  in  these  areas  shipping  pota- 
toes, both  by  truck  and  rail,  will  be  re- 
quired to  obtain  a  permit  before  making 
shipments,  beginning  May  21.  The  per- 


mit plan  will  provide  for  meeting  the 
most  critical  military  requirements.  Op- 
erating on  a  day-to-day  basis,  it  will  not 
delay  movement  of  available  commercial 
supplies.  Permits  will  be  issued  at  Lox- 
ley,  Alabama,  in  the  office  of  the  War 
Food  Administration. 

This  action,  taken  under  Food  Distri- 
bution Order  49,  extends  to  these  south- 
ern areas  the  provisions  which  have  been 
effective  in  Maine  in  recent  weeks. 

War  Food  Administration  officials 
pointed  out  that  the  Armed  Forces  have 
cut  their  potato  requirements  to  a  min- 
imum in  view  of  the  over-all  supply  sit- 
uation, but  that  even  these  minimum 


needs  are  not  being  met  at  present, 
largely  as  a  result  of  the  movement  of 
potatoes  outside  of  regular  trade  chan- 
nels. Some  army  camps  have  been  un- 
able to  obtain  supplies  and  in  some  in- 
stances convoys  and  naval  forces  have 
had  to  sail  without  adequate  provisions 
of  potatoes. 

With  supplies  of  old  crop  potatoes  vir- 
tually exhausted,  most  of  the  Nation's 
supply  is  now  being  provided  through 
shipments  of  new  potatoes  from  the 
southern  producing  regions.  Shipments 
of  the  new  crop  are  increasing  and 
should  steadily  improve  the  potato  sup- 
ply situation.

Control  over  potato  shipments  from  90 
additional  counties  in  5  southeastern 
States  was  provided  today  by  the  War 
Food  Administration  to  enable  the 
Armed  Forces  to  obtain  essential  sup- 
plies and  provide  for  equitable  distri- 
bution of  military  purchases  among  pro- 
ducing areas  and  among  individual 
growers  and  shippers. 

The  permit  system  was  extended  to 
designated  counties  in  Florida,  Georgia, 
South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  and 
Virginia — the  most  important  southeast- 
ern producing  districts.  The  plan, 
which  already  has  been  in  operation  in 
Maine  and  5  counties  in  Florida  and 
Alabama,  provides  that  all  shippers  must 
obtain  a  permit  before  shipping  by  truck 
or  rail.     Operating  on   a  day-to-day 


basis,  it  provides  for  the  meeting  of  the 
most  essential  military  requirements  at 
the  same  time  that  civilian  supplies  are 
shipped.

Termination  of  Food  Distribution  Or- 
der No.  49,  originally  issued  to  insure  or- 
derly movement  and  marketing  of  Irish 
potatoes,  was  announced  today  by  the 
War  Food  Administration.  The  termi- 
nation is  effective  December  23,  1943. 

During  the  spring  months  of  1943,  Irish 
potato  supplies  were  inadequate  to  sup- 


ply all  domestic  and  military  demand. 
FDO  49  was  issued,  effective  April  15,  con- 
trolling the  movement  of  potatoes  by 
prohibiting  shipment  of  potatoes  from 
Maine  or  any  other  area  designated  by 
the  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  except 
under  Government-issued  shipping  per- 
mits. 

Originally  the  order  was  effective  only 
in  Maine  but  shortly  after  its  issuance 
the  permit  system  was  temporarily  ex- 


tended to  include  other  potato-growing 
areas  of  the  U.  S.  As  marketing  seasons 
ended,  other  supplementary  orders  were 
issued  withdrawing  these  areas  from  op- 
eration of  the  order  and  eventually 
Maine  also  was  withdrawn  by  amend- 
ment. The  original  order  was  allowed 
to  remain  in  effect  although  inoperative. 
Now  the  order  is  no  longer  needed,  since 
potato  supplies  are  expected  to  be  ample 
for  all  anticipated  requirements. 
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
